The latest obstacle was presented 
during the last summer*by the Chi- 
cago Surface Lines After the county 
had let the contract in March and 
ordered the contractor on the ground, 
it was found-that the street railway 
maintained a line of trolley poles at 
the west of the street in exactly the 
place where the pavement had been 
ordered.

County highway officials asked the 
railway to remove the poles. The 
railway refused on the ground that 
the company had no money ~ with 
which to do the moving and a three 
month's seesaw argument began. The 
county then offered to pay for the 
moving. The railway said it would 
cost $5,000. The caunty went into the 
field and produced a contractor who 
would do the.work for $2,400. The 
railway then said it could not produce 
even the $2,400. So the county agregd 
to provide the money.

| HE United States hag an except- 
| ionally large potato crop but it 
will perhaps.be less than grow- 
ers at first expected it to be.

Damage from “Kot.” | 
“TI have covered practically every 
commercial potate growing section of 
Wisconsin by auto during the last 
few. weeks and I find considerable 
damage by ‘rot,’ although condi- 
tions are not as bad in this respect as 
at first anticipated,” said Mr. Dénce. 
“The quality being dug and shipped 
now is much better and more free of 
rot and other disease than the early | 
crop.

Of the unlisted stocks, some are too 
good to be listed and some are too bad. 

The stocks of some very prosperous 
companies are not listed because cit 
owners do not wish to have them listed. 

These stocks may, none the less, prove

Stock in a new company is bound to 
be a speculation. There is no record of

The purchaser must trust to luck, 
management and the probable future of 
the particular line of business in which 
the company is engaged.

Also, a nominative “ heeshe,” 
rhyming with “leash,” “hiser,” rhyming with “ scissor,” 
and “ himer,” rhyming with “ dimmer,” as in, “ If everybody 
asks at once, tell himmer heeshe will have to wait a while 
for hiser supper.” ‘There are others, but aren't these enough? 

Of course, language is not made in this way. Equally,

The occasions for such a pronoun arise chiefly with col- 
lective pronouns of common genders, like “ anybody, nobody, 
somebody, everybody, any one,” etc. H. W. Fowler discusses 
the possibilities of a pronoun to follow these, saying, “ There 
are three makeshifts: A, ‘as anJbody can see for himself or 
herself’; B, ‘as anybody can see for themselves’; C, ‘as 
anybody can see fog himself.’ No one who can help it will 
choose A. - + B is the popular solution; it sets the 
literary man’s teeth on edge. . . . C is here recommended, 
But it should be recorded that the Oxford Dictionary refrains 
from any word of condemnation.”

IN NEW YORK. 
IMULTANEOUSLY with 
opening in New York, Channing 
Pollock’s new play, “ Mr. Money- | 
penny,” reaches us of the hinter- 
land. It is Mr. Pollock's first offering 
in several seasons and its chief reac- 
tion upon the reader—this one, at 
least—is that if it might be for years 
and if it might be forever that we did 
not ve the boon of another play 
from his pen we could look forward 
to the future with some degree oi 


equanimity. 

“Mr. Moneypenny” is an expres- 
sionistic’ drama about the devil whose 
modern trick is to offer mortals all 
the money f& the world, and about a 
world gone money mad. The only 
trouble with it is that Mr. Pollock 
knows about as much about the tech- 
nique of the expressionistic drama as 
you and I know about the cloak ani 
suit industry in the stone age. He 
thinks it consists in stage tricks, 
whereas it is a state of mind of the 
playwright. 

The idea that America is money 
mad, that money doesn’t buy haopi- 
ness, the motto, “In gold we trust,” 
are all time worn. That needn’t make 
them the less excellent material for 
the drama if they are used in a new 
manner, but Mr. Pollock has written 
the most obvious things with the most 
pompous and grandiose manner. 
That, of course, is why his previous 
plays have all been tremendous suc- 
cesses-—the average playgoer likes 
something that sounds vaguely famil- 
lar enough to make it unnecessary to 
use what we all jokingly call our 
minds. 

“ Mr. Moneypenny ” seems, however, 
the ne plus ultra of obviousness.

Turner, asks in the New States- 


man whether there is stich a 


as an unmusical] nation, says 


the Musical Courier. And he proceeds 
to answer the question in the nega- 
ve. Fundamentally he is right. It 


as absurd to say that the English 


are unmusical as it is to say that 
Americans are rich. Certainly some 
of them are: they are the ones who 
have applied their abilities success- 
fully to the ‘‘making” of money. 
Similarly, many English people ere 
unmusical; and they are the ones that 
have, deliberately or through circum- 
stances, left music out of their edu- 
But to say that a nation is. 
unmusical is absurd. 

Undoubtedly there are more musi-|§ 
cal, or musically appreciative people 
in some nations than in others. Gen- 
erally speaking, those are also the 
nations that« produce most of the suc- 
cessful musicians. That is not a co- 
incidence; ope statement is the corol-' 
lary of the other. It simply means 
that music is a part of culture—some- | 
thing to be cultivated, either for its 
own sake or for the sake of the 
pleasure or advantage derived from! 
it.. .It.ds.,obvious that any. nation 
could become “musical” if it wanted 
to; there are certain conditions, but 
there are no racial bars.

“The west side is no longer ihe 
back yard of Chicago,” John 
Dill Roberston, president of the west 
park board, told members of thefGar- 
field Park club at their luncheon last. 
Monday. 

The west parks have shires an im- 
portant part in the development of 
the: west side during the last few 


years, Dr. Robertson.said. Work with. 
the $10,000,000 granted the board by 


the legislature is almost completed, 


and the system of parks and boule-/ 


vards is well on the way to being the 
most beautiful in the city, he declared. 
Twelve buildings are either com- 
completed or unde construction in the 
parks, foremost among them being 
the gold domed administration build- 
ing in Garfield park where the offices 
of the west park commissidners will 
be housed. The building, which is 
placed so that the dome is visible for 
many blocks east on Washington 
boulevard, will be open soon. 


Other Buildings Going Up. 
Other buildings now being erected 
‘are the refectories in Garfield, Hum- 


| boldt and Douglas parks; the com-| 
munity houses in such small parks as 


La Follette and Holden; the Roque 
house in Garfield park, and an addition 
to the Garfield park conservatory, 
which is the largest in (the world. 

Landscaping of Hdlden park is now 
going on, Dr. Robertson stated. Streets 
on- the west side’ are also being, 
widened to nan the. ever increasing 
traffic. 

The west partis were the first out- 
lying system to install traffic signals, 
Dr. ‘Robertson stated. Lights at 
Washington boulevard and Ashland 
boulevard, and at Jackson and Ash- 
land boulevards were the first signals 
set to work. Since that.time hundreds 
of signals have been installed in an 


effort to cope with the traffic con-. 


gestion, but further work along this 
line is still needed, Dr. Robertson 
said. 
Warren Avenue Widened. 
The recent widening of Jacksor 
boulevard has helped to relieve traffic 
ecngestion and improvements are wn- 
der way on other streets in and near 
the parks. Warren avenue, which was 
recently taken over by the park board 


to be used as a boulevard has been. 


widened and will be open on Tuesday. 
The street, which extends from Gar- 
field park to Ogden avenue, will be a 
one way drive, and Washington boule- 
vard will also become a one way drive 
for that stretch, according to Dr. 
Robertson. 

The next pre of the board will 
be the widening of Augusta street to a 
48 foot drive from Ogden avenue west 
to Central Park avenue and a 38 foot 


This is expected to take some of the 


boulevard, as Augusta street will be 
wide through street to the loop. 
But. even all these improvements 
will be inadequate to handle the traf- 
fic situation within a few years, Dr. 
Robertson said. People as far west 
as Austin boulevard will be confront- 
ed in time with the same problem of 
quick transportation to the loop that 
they were facing before the improve- 
ments. 


Urges Elevated Boulevard.

ing end of things as well as any 
other. 
Girls Cook School Lancheons. 

Every day five hundred girls are 
fed in the lunchroom. The meals are 
cooked and served by girls in the 
lunchroom management courses with 
the help of a few paid assistants. 
Fifteen girls work on the cooking of 
a meal. The same ones and a few 
additional serve it in the school cafe- 
teria as well as acting as checkers 
and cashiers. 

The kitchen is large and roomy, and 
spotless even a few minutes after the 
food is cooked. All the paraphernalia 
of a modern hotel kitchen is there— 
huge electric refrigerators and store- 
rooms, lit from within so their con- 
tents may be more easily seen at a 
glance, electric dishwashers and great 
metal tables and sinks with plenty 
of working space. 

The girls not only léarn how ‘to 
cook and serve on a large scale, but 
they compute the cost and selling 
prices of the food prepared, take in- 
ventory of the supplies and learn 
marketing and food inspection. 

Learn to Make Own Dresses. 


In the courses relating to dressmak- 
ing the girls learn how to select ma- 
terials and how to care for them. 
Soaps, starches, and bluings are test- 
ed, and also the effect of chemicals 
on each fabric. Practical work in 
laundering and mending is done. The 
students learn how to run a modern 
laundry, with its washing machines 
and rinsing apparatus. 

In the regular dressmaking courses 
each girl makes a dress form to fit 


herself and learns how to select and 


make an outfit for her own use. They | 


are taught how to make patterns and 
how to design. | 

They make hats of all types and of 
varying difficulty in the millinery 
classes.
